The report of the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs for the year 1919 
states: - 

The revence derived from 
all sources during the year was 
321,480—less than that for 1913 by 
$5,247, The decrease was mainly 
due to tha smallar issue of Chinese 
Boarding House Licences, Mar- 
riage Licences’ and to lesa Regis- 


tration of Societies, There were |S: 


three items. which showed .in- 
creases, vic. Emigration Passages. 


{| Brokers’ Licences, Certificates to 


Chinese entering the United 
States of America, and Official 
Sigvatares. : 


The total expenditure was 
$52,034, 23 compared with $50,117 
in 1915, ood fel) shart of the estim- 
ate by $3,517. The inzrease as 
compared with 1918 was doe to 
stipulated increments and to the 
appointment of a Srd Class Ojicer 
to act as Chief Assistant to 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs. 


Emigration. 

The number of women and 
children passengers examined and 
allowed to proceed abroad was 
§,550, as compared with 5.866 ia 
1918. During tha first three 
months emigration of this type 
was very slack, bat owing to in- 
creased shipping ascommodation 
after the month of April i: 
gradnally increased. During the 
year only two ships went to South 
Africa with women and children 
passengers; one in Augnst and the 
other in September. During the 
months of April and May several 
batches of female .and minor 
emigrants proceeding te Bangkok. 
Siam, were brought to this office 
for examination; but after the 
month of May this emigration 
through this office ceased entirely. 

The record of the occupations of 
the women emigrants aged over 
16 vears as given by themselves 
shows that out of a total of 5,442, 
1.839 were going to join relatives. 
1,151 going with relatives or hus- 
bands, 302 a3 tailoresses, 995 as 
prostitutes, 682 as maid-servants 
or nurses, 412 a3. cooka, and 163 
to work in the tin mines ard on 
plantations. There were also 1 
seacher, 2 actresses, 20 hair- 
dressers, 1 tersple keeper, 2 nuns. 
and 3 repatriated by Goveroment. 
Forty-four, or 34 per cent.. of the 
number of women and children 
emigrants were detained for en- 
quir: 3 against 35, or 27 per 
cent, in 1933, “Of these, 15 were 
alowed to proreed after enquiry. 
There were 52 applications for the 
recovery of women orgirls «ho had 
emigrated. Eight women or girls 


|| were repatriated from Singapore.

3 of them were the family of a 
Singepore banishee, 1 refused to 
stay with her busband in Singa- 
pore. 2 were taker to Singapore 
under false pretences, and 2 who 
wen? to Singapore via Amoy were 
returned #3 suspicions characters. 
Th ere all hended back to their 
rel, eg or sent off to their des- 
tinations. One girl who abscond- 
ed from Singapore with a man, 
was found in Hongkong and sent 
back to Singapore.

Assisted Emigration to the 
craita was practically at a stand- 
still thronghant the year: parthy 
for lack of shipping facilities, bat! 
very largely on account of the dif- 
Roulties of exchange. Emigration 
to Banea continued throaghoat 
the year. The Billiton emigration 
ceased during the months of June, 
Joly, August, and Octaber: but 
waa otherwise continuous. Four 
batches oumbering 356 coolies 
were pasted to go ta Bilikpapan to 
work at the petroleum depot. 
Eighty-one unskilled coolies, re- 
crnited at Ningpo to proceed to 
Australia to man two ships, were 
examined and passed at this office 
as assisted coolles, Assisted 
emigration ta British North 
Borneo continued throughout the 
year. The total number passed 
was 1,353. The total number of 
emigrants to the Fiji Islands waa 
SH. «They went about onre a 
manth in small partles. Of 8S 
decrepits and destitntea sent back 
by the Penang Government one 
Gied on the varage, 33 went direct 
to Swatow or Amoy with through 
ticketa and were only brought to 
this office ta reveive pocket money, 
one was a leper and was sent 
away by the Police.

The Boarding House Ordinance. 


Under this Ordinance Chinese 
Boarding Houses are divided into 
seven classes for the purposes of 
licensing and regulatian. 

‘Class 1; Chinese Hotels.—These 
are run very much on the lines of 
Esropedr hotels; they are licensed 
for the sale of alecoh3l Doring 
the vear one of these houses, the 
“Tai Tang.” was closed and an- 
other, the “Hotel China,” which 
gave up business, was taken over 
for the extension of the “Great 
Eastern Hotel. At the end of 
the year therefore there remained 
cnly two houses, the “Great East-

Class IV, Boarding Houses for 
Assisted Emigrants.—These are 
used mainly by assisted emigrants, 
who may not, while staying in 
Hongkong, be lodged in any other 
Place.

The 
Bill is intended to repeal all exist- 
ing laws relating to aerial 
navigation, which will in future 
be governed by the principles 
adopted by the Convention and 
applied by the present Bill.

system of transmission has been 
intradcced on the Cre«wn 
Magnetic -car. That same 
improvement is demanded on the 
erude system of the mechanical 
change speed gear-box is clearly 
recognized by everyona who has 
given apy attention to thesubject. 
The only wonder is tha: the 
system has survived so long. 
Even the original designer, N. 
Levassor, was aware of its 
defects, as shown by his bistoric 
comment, “C'est brutale, mais ca 
marche.” 
| In spita of the improvements 
that have been mada in the detail 
construction of the gear-box and 
wonderful quality of steel] now 
avattable, the system of mechanic- 
al gear changing remains the 
most out-of-date portion. of the 
whole mechanism of a car; itis 
nat in keeping with the high-class 
engines and other components 
found on a-modern chassis. Bol 
an electric transmission system 
properly worked ont is capable of 
much mose than this; besides the 
gearbox i: can replace the clutch. 
the flywheel, the dynamo, and 
the starter: it can provide an 
additional brake without friction- 
al. contact, and, if desired. can 
{furnish the current for ignition. 

It should de clearly understood 
that the Entz system which we 
are now considering bas nothing 
to do with what is known 25 an 
electric vebicle. In the IJatter 
the power is stored in ‘sa large 
battery, which has to be charged 
up from some independent 
source. the range on one charge 
being strictly limited. In the 
Eniz system the power plant 
sists of osdinary petro] engine 
evactly as on any orthodox car: 
iz is the method of conveying 
this power to the wheels of the 
car «hich is so remarkable and 
interesting. . 

Stated as briefly 23 possible. it 
may be said tha: the transmission 
consists of two dynamo machines 
«hich replace the flywheel, the 
clutch, the gearbox. the dynamo, 
and the starter of an ordinary 
system. The two electric ma- 
chines are mounted in line in the 
position usually occupied by the 
clutch and gear-box, and take up 
about the same amount of room. 
The forward machine is called 
the “cluoteb-generator. -ince it 
combines both of these functions 
and only acts as a motor in start- 
ing the engina.- The field magnets 
are fixed tothe engine, taking the 
place of the usual flywheel. The 
rearward machine is called the 
motor, as its chief mission is in 
that capacity, although it slso 
works asadynamo and charges 
the battery when the car is 
running on “top.” The armatores 
of both machines are fixed to the 
propellor shaft. 

The action of the Entz trans- 
mission .23 a whole may be 
compared totan imaginary car 
baring no gear-box, but fitted

Warden of 
Wadham College gratefully 
accepting the aqffer of Lord 
Rothermera of £20,000 jor the 
establishment and endowment o!

the United States in memory ot 
his son, Captain the Hon. Harotd 
Vysyan Harmsworth, formerly 
commoner of Christ Charch, who 
was killed in the war. 

The Warden said he supported 
the statue on the ground no! 
only of sentiment but also on the 
ground of international . friend- 
ship between England and the 
United States, and further be- 
cause .Lord Rothermere's giit 


filled a gap in the history teach-}. 


ing of the Universities. The 
essence of the proposal was that 
American history should be pre- 
sented tm. English acdiencea by 
an American, and it was boped 
that a similar chair or chairs 
might be foundéd for English 
history in Americz. 

Mr. H. W. B. Joseph (New 
College} said he was reluctant to 
oppose the decree, but be did so 
mainly on the ground that the 
Nominating -Buate contained no 
expert elector. He would have 
liked to see the Regius Professor 
of History an ex-officio elector. 
He objected. also to the 
provision that the founder 
and bis family, particularly 
his) family, sbould remain 
hereditary electors for all time.
